Eighty Shoe Firms Burat Out—2,000 
People Thrown Out of Employment.

Losses Over Two Million Dollars—Sev- 
eral People Killed—A Terri- 
ble Conflagration. 


Boston, Mass., February 18.—The fire at 
Haverhill, Mass., last night was the largest 
and most destructive ever known in this 
Snortiy after midnight the blaze 
could be distinctly seen from this 
city, and from the appearance 
it seemed as if the whole town was one burn- 
ing mass. For several hours 
could be obtained, on account of the inter- 
ruption of telegraphic communication. Later 
it was learned that the fire started at 11:30 p. 
m.in Endicott & Arnold’s sole-leather es- 
tablishment, a wooden block of stores. The

partment was powerless. 

Engines were at once telegraphed for to 
Lawrence, Newburyport, Lowell, and other 
adjacent towns. The first machines to arrive 
were those from Lawrence. At 1 o’clock 
this a. m. the fire had fu!l control of the whole 
business portion of Haverhill. It covered 
nearly ten acres of very thickly 
built property, including the Smith, Finney 
and. Tilton Blocks, the Preston Building, 
Union Block, the Coffin Building on Wash- 
ington street the Pilling Buiiding on Win- 
gate street, the Bishop Building and several 
other large structures. The main telegraph 
office was among the first destroyed, and 
connection between the center of the city and 
the depot was thus severed. 

Later 

THE FIRE SPREAD 
to the First National Bank, the 
Five Cent Savings Bank, and the 
lower partof Washington street Was soon 
in ruins. The fire then covered the entire 
block from Little river to the railroad station, 
and between Exsex and Wingate streets and 
the river. Engines from other cities came 
pouring in, but were almost powerless. The 
greater portion of the inhabitants of Boston 
were up most of the night watching the work 
of the flames, which cou!d be plainly noticed. 
At 2:30 a.m. a sudden burst of flame was 
seen, and it was feared that a terrible explo- 
sion had taken place. The _ sight 
was also plainly visible from Lawrence 
and other points thirty miles from Haverhill. 
Toward daylight, the flames had gone down 
considerably and it was evident that the worst 
was over. The fireoriginated and pursued 
its course mostly through wooden blocks, 
which will account for its uncontrollable 


nature. 
UNDER CONTROL. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., February 18.—The fire 
is under control. Butone bleck remains on 
Wingate street and two atthe upper end of 
Washington street. All else in the square 
bounde.

MILLIONS OF MINNOWS. 


Work of Piantiug Whitefish in Lakes— 
Arrangemeuts for Caring for Fishes. 


MILWAUKEE,-February 18.—At 4o0’clock 
this afternoon, United States fish-car, J. 
Trask Ellis in charge, and having on board 
Frank M, Cjark, superintendent of the United 
States fisn-hatchery at Northville, Mich., G. 
H. Moore, Mr. Ellis’ assistant, and $. Bower, 
Mr. Clark’s assistant, arrived in Milwaukee. 
The car is continually moving, under the di- 
rection of the superintendents of the various 
United States fish- hatcheries over the country 
depositing spawn of different species at many 
points. At present the car is under the di- 
rection of Supt. Clark, of the Northville hatch- 
ery, and is carrying over the country whitefish 
Spawn for planting in the great lakes. So far, 
under the direction of Mr. Clark, 2,000,000 fish 
have been deposited in Lake Michigan at She- 
boyran, 2,000,000 at Raeine, and 2,000,000 at 
Muskegon. The hatchery at Northville yet con- 
tains about 14,000,000 of the young whitefish. 
Of these 4,000,000 will be deposited at Oswego, 
N.Y., 4,000,000 in Lake Erie, at Sandusky, O., 
and the others at different points in Lakes 


Huron and Michigan not yet decided upon, 
In conversation with Supt. Clark he said 
that they were doing a big work in white- 
fish, California trout, and brook trout. 
At present the Northville hatchery econ- 
tains about 150,000 California trout ova, and 
some 30,000 parent fish or stock of that spe- 
cies which furnish the eggs. Of brook trout 
that hatchery has lateiy seat out 200,000 ova, 
and the past’season has distributed over the 
United States 22,500,000 whitefish spawn. 
Mr. Clark desired to say that therailroad 
companies, especially the Michigan Central, 
the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western and 
the Chicago and Northwestern, were plaving 
a noble part in transporting the car free of 
charge. Mr. Ellis, who has charge, very 
kind'y showed the correspondent over the 
ear during the brief stay in the city, which 
was only long enough for the car tobe 
transferred to the Chicago train, occupying 
about ten minutes. Thecar is a Ridgeway. 
refrigerator, the best the Government could 
secure. Onit Mr. Ellis makes his perma- 

nent home. It is fitted upfor his ana bis as- 

sistants’ aécommodation, and a cook is 

carried. Thekitchen is onthe same plan as 

the palace dining cars, and the berths are 

comfortabie. The car can be kept ata given 

temperature, winter and summer. In the 

summer several tons of ice are stored in a 

vault for that purpose. Overhead is a water- 

tank which contains the supply needed to 
keep the young pisces in fresh baths. The 

portion contaiving the fish is thirty feet in 
length, and contains a number of cans for 
theirreception. These are connected with 

the fresh water tanks by means of tubes, and 
are constantly kept full of clear water. The car 
has just returned from carrving a number of 
carp spawn through Texas, and, in fact, it 
runs over the entire courtry from Maine to 
Texas. From‘Milwaukee thecar proceeded 
direct to the Northville hatchery via Chicago. 
There it will again be supplied with spawn 
and recommence its reunds at Chicago. Supt. 
Clark and Mr. Ellis expect to meet Prof. 
Forbes, of Normal, I'l. This gentleman has 
made anumber of experiments Ixately rela- 
tive to the fuod of the roving whitefish, and 
finds that it exists in the water at all times. 
He will continue his experiments in company 
with Supt. Clark, and grand results are an- 
ticipated. The caris lined wtth panel sides, 
and has between all walls a two-inch air 
space, making it a most compiete refrigera- 
tor.

WASHINGTON, February 18.—The publicae 
tion here of the list of prominent men in con- 
nection with Shepherd’s Peruyian company 
scheme, affords a subject more of merriment 
than anything else even to those whose names 
are in the iist. It appears that the names were 
used promiscuously, without any authority 


whatever from the owners of those names. 


Congressman Hewitt, of New York, says he 
received a circular marked confidenrial, and 
that it informed him the circular would 
be called for, and that he 
put it in his desk without 
giving it consideration and subsequently 
somebody did call forit. He not oniy never 
consented to the use of his name but never 
took any notice of this circular. The same 
state of facts apply to other names used.

WaseINGTON, D. C., February 18.—The 
House Committee on Commerce now expect 
to report the River and Harbor bill by the 
second week in April. The bill will be taken 
up and considered next Monday, and will 
then be laid aside to hear arguments from 
railroad representatives against interstate 
These arguments will 
consume several days, as the representatives 
of the railroad companies intend to cover all 
their side of this question.

River Improvement. 
CINCINNATI, February 18.—The Chamber 
of Commerce to-day adopted a report of the. 
committee to which was ‘referred the bil 
pending in Congress, introduced py Town- 
send, of Illinois, making a change in the law 
concerning the bridgingof navigable rivers. 
The report epposes the passage of the bill and 


declares its provisions are antagonistic to the 
navigation of western rivers, and particularly 
to the Ohio river. The chamber also adopted 
a report of the committee recommending the 
adoption of the resolution declaring that the 
deepening of the channel of the port of Bai- 
timore is a work of national importance, 
whieb should be undertaken by the United 
States government, and thatthe ship canal 
connecting the Chesapeake and Delaware 
bays, saving 200 milesin distance and twenty- 
two hours in time in transportation to the 
seaboard of products of the west and south- 
west, is alsoa work of national importance 
calling for the aid of the government. The re- 
solution asks Representatives and Senators to 
advocate the passage of bills to forward these 
improvements. 


' Private Bills.

Judiciary Committee reported a bill to-day 


which, if passed, will largely relieve Congress 
‘of the avalanche of private bills under which 
it is annually buried. During two months of 
the session only about twenty bills out of four 
thousand five hundred presented have been 
passed. This bill sends all private claims to 


the Court of Claims for investigation and re- 
port to gress. With these facts thus ju- 
dicially gathered and arranged and reported 
to Congress, it may very rapidly dispose of 
these cases.

Then the City can be Paved—Citizens 
and Tax-Payers Read This 
Interesting Exhibit. 


Streets and street improvements are timely 
topics in this very muddy season. As the 
average citizen wades threugh ten inches of 
slush on an up-town crossing to reach his car 
each morning, and leaps into a cesspool when 
he arrives at Fourth street, not all his reli- 
gious training can check his profanity. The 
ladies gatker up their skirts and use 
every precaution, only to find, at the end of 
a shopping tour, that they have hopelessiy 
ruined costly garments. The denizens of 
Kerry Patch erect mud pyramids decked with 
caustic epitaphs, and all classes of people 
unite in crying ‘‘Cannot something be done 
with our streets?’’ The answer comes inthe 
shape of proposed additional taxation on 
property holders, which the latter refuse to 
pay. The rich property owners mock 
the misery of the public by isolated offers of 
donations towards a_ street reconstruction 
fund, on condition that others do the same. 


The streets remain as they are until the 
people have begun to despair. Everybody de- 
clares that 
SOMETHING MUST BE DONE, 

but the question is, where is the money to be 
obtained. The ey article will answer the 
question. In the first place, there is no ne- 
cessity for additional taxation. The 
money can be . im@- a 
very simple way. Tlie: «taxes - un- 
der the present rate are amply sufficient to 
provide forthe rebuilding.of- every street in 
this city. Why is this not done? Kor the rea- 
sonthat the just taxes are not @Hected and 
that the city is cozened out of m ns of its 
revenue. In what way, may beaskea. In 
three ways. First, by the tax-dodging, so 
prevalent. Seeond, by the scandalous 
system of real estate assess - 
ment practiced for many years, and 
third, through the enormous salaries paid to 
the tax-eaters and barnacles who throng 
each public oflice and areidle at ail times save 
payday. Each of these subjects would be 
sufficient to fill anissue of the Post- DISPATCH. 
Firstin enormity comes the scandal of tax- 
dodging, as exemplified in personal property. 
Comptroller Adreon, in an interview published 


lately, stated that he knew that at least 
$35,000,000 of personalty was concealed 
from taxation every year. If his 


figures are right, at the rate of $260 per 
$100, the tax on personalty,

inthis way. That he is correct, the following 
estimates will prove. The total return ofall pe: - 
sonal property in the city, as made to the asses- 
sor asia basis of taxation for 1877 was $33 ,328,100; 
for 1878, $30,757,000; for 1879, $27,742,250; for 
1880, $24,668,020, and for 1881, $26,685,160. The 
totals for iss2 have not yet been footed. Some 


of the returns were afterwards amended by 
the Board ot Equalization, but in substance 


they are the figures, asshown by the sworn 
statements. The first remarkable thing about 
themis that they show a steady decline 
from year to year. Nobody doubts 


that St. Louis has grown wealthier and its 
citizens richer since 1876, yet the returns of 
the personal property state differently. This 
admits of only one explanation, viz.: 

TAX DODGING. 

A few items which goto makeup the per- 
sonal returns of 1881 will make this 
plainer. The amount of bonds, notes, etc. 
reported as held in the city is $11,986,300, an 
the money in bank and otherwise, owned by 
the citizens, is put down at $2,362,400. Can 
anybody acquainted with the figures, read 
these totals without laughing? The notes se- 
cured by deeds of trust as shown by 
the books of the Recorder’s office 
alone sums up nearly $40,000,000, which ex. 
ceeds, by over $13,000.000, the whole amouut 
of personality returned, ag shewn by the As- 
seseor’s boouws. Lithis oue it+:m 60 far out- 
strips the total what have become of the 
bonds, mortgages ,notes,the money on hand or 
deposited, the horses, carriages, live stock, 
household and kitchen furniture, jeweiry, 
wold and silver plate, libraries, pianos, and 
all the other property owned in the city. The 
answer is,it is not returned at all,and that the 
public is defrauded out of its pastdues. The 

portion of the bonds, notes, etc., returned 
for the year 1881, bear the proportion of 1 to 
8% to the actual amount of secured notes 
as shown by the books of the Recorder’s ot- 
fice. Admitting that bills receivable are the 
subject of concealment, itissafeto say that 
the total return of personalty eught to be at 
least $62,000,000. This would show a difference 
of at least $35,000,000, 
MAKING A DEFICIT 
in the taxation of at least $901,000 per annum, 
to which the city is entitled and which it 
might use for street reconstruction if some 
tax Dayers were bonest enough to|swear toja 
truth. To show how lenient people are in 
estimating the value of their own 
prope the following instances are given: 
mM - Moses Fraley, the banker, and James 
Richardson, the wholesale druggist, were late- 
ly reported as saying that they would willingly 
onate $1,000 each toward a fund for street 
reconstruction, if other public spirited people 
would follow their example and make up the 
amount required. 

An examination of the last returns of the 
personal property of these gentlemen will 
ehow that they have escaped achance to be 
@>eral when it was within thetr grasp. Mr.

andthe only wayto securethis annual in- 
come of at least $901,000 which rightly 
belongs to the city is by a rigid 
entorcement of the law, which explicitly states 
that it is ‘‘the duty of every property-hoider 
to make and deliver to the assessor a just and 
true list of all property owned by him or of 
which he has the charge or management.’’ 

Examination shows further that it is not the 
poorer class who are thus sparing iu their re- 
turns. They, as a general thing, alWays put 
afair value upon whatever they may have, 
aud are rather scrupulous in making oath that 
they do not own a thing when itis actually in 
their possession. 


ASSESSOR POWERS, 


that the revenue was not what it ought to be 
under the present rate, but declared that he 
had done what he could in the premises. 
‘*This very question of notes, etc., has at- 
tracted my attention long ago,’’ he said, 
‘‘and I have been as diligent as I could bein 
the matter.’’ 

‘*What have you done?’’ 

‘*In 1880 I became satisfied that there were 
large amounts of bills receivable op which a 
tax was not paid, and I put eight men at work 
in the Recorder's office. They were employed 
there from April toJune and they examined 
every deed of trust and murtgage recorded.’’ 

*‘*With what result?’’ 

‘*Well, we succeeded in adding $8,000 to the 
previous totals of personal property. The 
examiners ran down hundreds of thousands 
ot dollars in notes, etc., never reported for 
taxation. We assessed allthe parties, and in 
almost every instance they came before 
the board and proved that the 
notes were now out of their hands, 
were held by parties out of the State and in 
other ways were not taxable. As I said be- 
fore, the result of all our work was that we 
added just $8,000 to tne previous totals.’’ 

It will be seen that the tax-docgeris posted 
in all the devices and that the enforcement of 
the law against him is by no means easy.

The figures for the present year have not 
yet been calculated, but it is thought they will 
not be more than $2,000,000 in advance of 1881. 
This, in the face of the fact that ——s per- 
mits to the amount of $4,448,552 were issued 
last year, and thatin the opinion of real es- 
tate experts, as publisned at the opening of 
the year inthe Post-DISPATCH, the price of 
real estate in many localities has advanced 
from 20to40 per cent. The assessor stated 
to-day that he thought the advance would be 
as much as $4,000,000, but Comptroller Adreon, 
when told of this, said it was ridiculously 
small, and anybody who knows the state of 
matters will agree with him. 

The best way to show the beautiful work 
which the assessors have done,and the conse- 
quent enormous loss of revenue, is to quote 
afew figures. The three stores occupied by 
Scrugyus, Vandervoort & Co., at the southwest 
corner of Fourth and St. Charles streets, are 
yet the yearly 
rental paid by the tirm is $24,000. J.H. Crane's 
establis ment, No. 512 North Fourth, is 
put down at $61,880, the yearly rental! beinz 
$1) 000. «the three stores, Nos. 400, 402 and 404 
Nc ron Fourtn street, occupied bythe Good- 
year Rubber Co. and Bi rceil, Vomstock & Co., 
bring ina yearly rentas of $17,000, while the 
prc: putuponthem by the Assesto' is only 


$111,000. Wm. Robertson, at No. 406 North 
Fourth, pas $5,400 rent for, a store 
which is only taxed at $55 , 39u, 


The rent paid by Wellhausen, Gray &Oo., 
next door is $,400 per annum and the assessed 
valuation only $341,890. The property occupied 
by F. W. Rosenthal, No. 410 N. Fourth street, 
is assessed at $54,890, when the rental per 
year is $5,000, The two stores occupied by Chas. 
Fowle, as the dollar store, Nos. 4lé6and 418 N. 
Fourth street, rent for $9,500, yet the Board of 
Assessors think the property worth only $67,- 
680. The Vandalia Railroad pays 68,000 per year 
for the property at 101 North. KRourtb street, 
andthe assessment on it is On fhe basis of 
$45,800. George Knapp’s building on Third 
street ip paying a rental of $17,000 per year, the 
assessed value being $60,890. The reer 
ocenrpied by story & Camp, No. 203 Nort 
Fifth, is ABsessed at $31,600, the annual rental 
being $5.000. 

It willbe seen that the rental of the Knapp

property is nearly twenty-eight per cent of the 
investment, and that in the cases given above 
the annual income averages twenty per cent. 


Will any taxpayer say that ai »piece 
of property renting for $17,000 and 
well improved is worth .gnly $60,90, 


where similar houses and lots in the vicinity 
are assessed at double the vaine. Instances 
of this way of doing things are easily supplied. 
The Grand Opera House with the lot fronting 
72 feet 6inches on Market street, by 144 feet 6 
inches deep. was assessed at only $48,630. The 
Westliche Post building is assessed at $10,000, 
anda the lot fronting 42 feet 2 inches on Market 
and 83 feet on Fifth, is assessed at just $29,810, 
while property inthe neighborhood is valued 
up te full cash figures. For example, the 25 
foot lot, fronting on the north side of Market 
street. juat west of the POST-DISPATCH oftice, 
was sold for $17,500. Iteis assessed at $13,630, 
nearly its full value.

FLED. 


A Member of a Chicago Firm’s Dis- 
honest Transactious. 


CHICAGO, February 18.—William C. Clark, 
formerly at the head of the wholesale paper 
house of Clark, Friend, Fox & Co., has fled 
from Chicago andis known to be in New 
York. Itappears that he not long since 


bought outthbe other interests of the firm 
with promissory notes and speedily trans- 
ferred the stock to rival dealers for }170,000, 
of which $112,000 was in cash or good com- 
mercial 7 er. Complaints by creditors of 
the original house caused an investigation bv 
Friend and Fox, which showed that $180,000 
of the firm’s paper was still afloat. Of this 
amount $40,000 was promptly paid, and the 
liabilities will be honestly met. 

The history of Ciarke’s transactions, accord- 
ing to the Chicago Times, is, that about De- 
cember 1 Mr. Ciarke, who a few duys pre- 
viously had returned from a conference at 
Cincinnati of resident members there of his 
firm, there opened negotiatiGus with the J. 
Ww. Butler Paper Company for the disposal of 
the stock of Clarke,Friend, Fox & Co. He re- 
presented that he had purchased the interests 
of the junior members of the firm. The Butler 
company closed negotiations by taking 
the stock and the good with of the 
firm ata consideration of $175,000, of which 
$112,000 was paid over to Clarke in cash and 
notes. Then Clarke retired from business, 
and some five weeks ago took an abrupt de- 
parture for New York, where heis new em- 
ployed with the firm of Colburn, Day & 
Field, 17 New street. It seems that Clarke 
had five years ago been given charge of the 
Chicago branch of the house, with a working 
capital of $20,000, when he determined to 
‘“‘wind things up.”? He represented to his 
partners that a good deal ofthe firm’s paver 
was afloat among the Chicago 
banks, but be proposed to return 
tothe Friend & Fox Paper Miil Co. its 
$20,000 working capital in the Chicago firm 
with an additional bonus of $5,000, provided 
the company would stand by him in the event 
of a‘“‘cramp.’’ This was agreed to and soon 
after the dissolution of partnership was an- 
nounced. Later events show that Clarke 
misrepresented facts to the Ciucinunati part-

For three weeks past the POsST-DISPATCH in 
filling its home mission tothe policy-holders 
and the public has endeavored to lay bare the 
peculiar history of defunct insurance estate 
management under the control and supervis 
ion of the courts in St. Louis. Exposed in all 
its shocking nakedness the exhibit, gathered 
from the dual authority of court records and 
receivers’ reports submitted to the insurance 
department, has creaiel a painful sensation 
in this community.

The Divine iwmaxim that ‘‘itis more blessed 
to give than to receive,’”’ has not been strong

Companies, the mourners were chiefly those 
bound by the most tender relations in life. 
Mothers and daughters, sisters and sons 
moistened = the shroud of these}  in- 
surance biers with their tears. To 
them itis acup of bitter sorow and a ship- 
wrecked hope. The thouguttul provision for 
the near and dear, r°-presenting years of hard.- 
enrned Bavines, bas been seattered tothe four 
winds upon which, in S*. Louis, the insurance 
directory syuoicates have sailed in the past. 
But they wer2 not toe only mourners. Among 
the victims of the most oisgraceful manipula 
tion of sacred trust funds thatever blackened 
the insurance record in Awertca are numbered 
thousands of industrious men and women, 
snmne well advancedin life, who trusted not 
wisely but too weil. The Legislature patted 
its Jf on the back some years since when it 
adopted laws aiming at the protection of poli- 
cy-holdersin fre and life insurance compa 
nies of this state. The special security deposit 
fund of $100,000 inthe case of each company 
was held to bea good guarantee fund for 
the protection of creditors and the scrutiny at 
quarterly periods it was believed would lead 
to straighten and render more healthy and 
reguler the business of life andjfire insurance

In June, 1868, the 
lound City Life Insurance Coinpany 
was organized here with James B. Eads,A. 
B. Garrison, Judge Buckner, W. H. Jennings 
and A. M. Britton, son of the ex-Mavor and 
ee of the defunct State National as the 
neorporators. The capital stock, $150,000, was 
supposed to be paid up in cash. For some 
years the company struggiea along with 
its risks chiefly piaced in the 
Southern States. In 1872 the mortality rate 
wasfoundto be excessive, and the reserve 
wasthereby impaired. A new charter was 
obtained and the capital stock increased 
from $150,000 to $500,000. The ‘company was 
changed irom a mutualto a stock company. 
The additional cavital stock was 
paid for By rexl cstate loans. bonds and 
stocks of a quesrionable character,! among 
which were stucks of the defunct North Mis. 
souvi Fire Insurance company. The new 
charter relieved the company of the reserve 
which, under the old policies, she was liable 
for, but the mortaiity rate kept increasing in 
Texaa and Louisiana. The agents 
had extraordinary terms and they 
worked loosely, accepting all kinds 
or risks until at length, in Sepntember 
1873, the Mound City was io anything but a 
sound condition. lt was just about the time 
that the St. Louis Mutual bad an internal dis- 
turbance ousting the directory identified with 
Chas. H. Peck, whose name iss fre- 
quently betore the public and 
thereforej he needs no introduction. He 
telt eore at the turn affairs had 
taken with the Mutual management. He was 
THE LARGEST STOCKHOLDER, 
owning one-fourth and controlling more. He 
went to New York to negotinte fora sell outof 
the company to the New York Life. Its rep- 
resentatives came out to St. Louis and board- 
ed under assumed names at the 
Park Hotel. Peck’'s terms did not 
suit the New York Life and the 
negotiation was declar q off.

The Mutual at thattime wasin a ve 
healthy condition, having about $6,000, 
of good assets. Someof the Mutual directors 
were disposed to kick at the proposition, but 
Peck’s magnetism was remarkable, and he 
tpetee | wrought achange of sentiment. The 
Mound (Vity’s capital stock was to be increased 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000, and the Mutual was 
to turn Over all its axsets to the Mound City. 
This was effected, and officers VD. O. Stone, 
resident of the Security Bank, and Joseph 
oxy, of the Exchange Bank, were two of the 
largest purchasers of the new stock, and they 
took an active part in the management. Capt. 
Eads was re elected pre ident, A. M. Britton, 
vice-president, and s.W Lomax wassccretary 
and leading man in the combination. Ona cer- 
tain durk afternoon injJanuary, 1874, the 
Mound City officers walked into the Insurance 
Building, On sixth ana Locust streets, and 
were met by William J. Lewis, president, and 
Wilbur F. Boyle, now a Judge, then 
vice-president of the Mutual com- 
any. who turned over all the 

utual assets and the Mound Oity took pos- 
session. Some of the agents were a littie as- 
tonished at the arrangement, but the officers 
treated them liberaily on contracts end com- 
missio.~s, and they piedgedg§ themselves to 
change the Mutual . policies to a stock 
basis. The new management were 
not salisied with the old name of the com- 
pany and on Valentine’« Day, 1874. she was

Williamson, D.C. Stone and Jacob Thompson. 
Their places were filled by H.W. Hough,Jobn 
T. Douwlass, J. M. Fox, E. W. Bryant, H. J, 
Spaunhorst, E. G. Obear, W. C. Kennett, J. 
H. Loker, J. H. Maxon, E. O. Stanard and 
Samuel) M. Dodd. With the retiring board 
the $135,000 went ont too. Lomsex & Britton 
started xa private bank at 305's Olive street. 
When Messrs. Maxon, Stanard & Dodd heard 
of the exact nature of the terms of sale and 
transfer thev declined to serve any 
longer as diectors, a fact carefully concealed 
from the newspapers and the public at that 
time. A brief examination of the books satis- 
tied the new directory that the trade had been 
a bad one forthem. J. M. Fox walked around 
the office declaring that there would be ‘‘h—l 
to pay sooner or later.’’ 

The directory determined to get rid of the 
Lite association draft byéreducing §the @capi- 
tal stock. A new charter was prepared by 
Mr. Bryant and a new company under the 
name of the Columbia took the 
place of the St. Louis Life. No 
statement had been filed with the Insurance 
Department by the St. Louis Life, and at the 
daté of the reduction ot the capital stock 
there was no surplus over liabilities. The 
Columbia went into the hands of a receiver in 
1877. The history of its nianagement since is 
written above.

THE town of Haverhill, Massachusetts, 
which has just been visited by the most de- 
structive fire of the year, is one of the lead- 
ing centers of the shoe business in New Eng- 
jand.

Itisa 
thriving town of 15,000 population, thirty-two 
miles north of Boston. 
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IT is really refreshing to read Postmaster-

carefully prepared campaign speech this 
same Mr Howk said, at Green Bay, October

Bitis an open secret that Gen. Garfield is not 
the man I would have selected for President. 
I am oid-tashioned enough to think that when 
you are aboutto choose a Chief Magistrate 
you had better take your first citizen rather 
than your second or your twenty-second; and 
generally, I think, when you have a trust to 
confide, especially one so sacred as is the 
welfare of 50,000,000 of people, you had better 
confide it to one you have proved rather than 
to one you have not proved. I therefore 
thought, and I still think, the Chicago Con- 
vention committed one of those blunders 
which is first cousin toa crime when it nomi- 
nated Gartie!d instead of Grant for President. 
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THE numerous admirers of Capt. JAS. B. 
EaDs in this city will be surprised to hear 
that Capt. JOSEPH BROWN, the ex-mayor, 
has turned up to furnish such persistent and 
unfair enemies of Eaps as the Cincinnati 
Commercial with ammunition. Capt. Brown 
is thus reported by the Commercial: 

I have known Captain Eads now about thirty 
years. I knew him in connection with the 
glassworks in the upper part of the city; they 
utterly failed. I knew him in connection with 
the Wrecking Company; that utterly failed 
with a bad odor. Next, the North Missouri 
railroad; that was sold out over and over 
again. Nextcame the bridge; that was to 
cost less than $4,000,000, but wound up at $13,- 
500,000; every stockholder lost everv dollar, 
and third-mortgage bondholders went after 
the stockholders. Next, the tunnel was to 
cost $680,000 (so hetold me),and it cost $1,- 
600,000, and is bankrupt and could not pay for 
the water furnished by the city inits construc- 
tion. Next, the Captain is made president of 
the rottenest insurance company (the Colum- 
bia) in the world (which issayinga great 
deal), at a salary of from $9,000 to $12,000 a 
year, and the transactions in that company 
when he was president smelt to heaven. If 
he was absent he is culpable tor drawing an 
enormous salary and neglecting his duty, and 
if he was present he was accessory to the 
crimes cOmmitted in robbing dead men’s 
widows and children of the price of the life of 
their natural protectors. 

Weare quite inclined to think that the 
pure and lofty BROWN is not the person to 


sit in judgment over EADS oranybody. The 


name and fame of JAMES B. Eaps is bound 


to live‘in this country, and a hundred Jor 
BROWNS cannot change that. Eaps is prob- 
ably the most Intellectual and remarkable 


man in Missouri. 


WRITING of GUITEAU and his approaching 
end, a Washington correspondent says the 
jail guards, who know him much better than 
any other persons in the District, are of the 
opinion that whenthe time comes for the 
execution, GUITEAU’S conduct will depend

INSURANCE wrecking has been reduced to 
an exact science in St. Louis. The machin- 
ery of the law has been devised for pfrotec- 
tion of confidence policy-holders, yet it is 
becoming painfully evident that & more 
thorough and perfect system of keeping an 
innpnocent depositor out of his money 
could hardly be devised than the 
receivership progress. The statistics of five 
wrecked companies in another column 
show that of $401,000 receipts $358,000 has 
been the expense of collection. In other 
words the law with extreme ingenuity has 
matured a scheme whereby one is compelled 
to pay ninety per cent to collect a fraction of 
adebt. Thereis only one possible way in 
which receiverships can be made softer and 
smoother for the happy incumbents, and 
that is to pass a law turning over 
tothem an annual assessment to be levied 
upon the hard-hearted creditors of unfortu- 
nate insurance companies. The whole busi- 
ness isasevere and much needed lesson to 
persons who still indulge in the thought that 
laws and courts were intended forthe poor 
policy-holders and creditors. They seem to 
be wholly established for the benefit of high- 
toned and eminently respectable “‘receivers.”’ 


THE NEXT BATTLE. 

By the passage of the new apportionment 
bill the entire basis of politics will be 
changed for the next ten years. 

Hitherto the number of electoral votes was 
869. The majority necessary to elect the 
President was 185, precisely the number, for 
instance, HayEs did not get. But under the 
new apportionment the House of Representa- 
tives will be composed of 325 instead of 293 
member, and the Electoral College is thus in- 
creased 32 votes. The total number of votes 
in the Electoral College of 1884 will be at 
least 401 instead of 369. But Dakota will be 
admitted as a state—a Republican State, too, 
beyond a shadow of doubt by the present 
Congress. This will swell the total num- 
ber of votes to 404, and the majority 
necessary to elect the next President will be 
203 instead of 185. 

We doubt very much whether Democrats 
have theslightest realization of the import- 
ance of these figures and the great differ- 
ence they will make in 1884. 

The Republicans, considering the political 
status of the States as they are to-day, 
will gain quite a majority of the new votes, 
or as follows: . 

Four in Kansas, two each in California, 
Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, and 
one each in Illinois, Massachusetts, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia and Wis- 


consin. 
The Democrats mak2 a great cain in Texas, 


which will have eleven instead of six 
votes and one each in Missouri, two in South 
Carolina, and one each in Arkansas, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, North Carolina and 
West Virginia. 

In order to elect the next President the 
Democrats will not only have to carry every 
one of the sixteen Southern and border 
States, including Virginia and Tennesse, 
which have already Republican governors, 
but they must get fifty electoral votes more 
in the North, where, with the exception of 
New Jersey and little Nevada, every single 
Governor is a Republican to-day. 

It is possible that the Democrats may find 
somebody who can carry the necessary 203 
votes in 1884, but we must confess it looks 
very strongly against it. With New York 
torn into pieces by the desertion of Tammany 
and the solid South broken, with Indiana and 
Ohio in the hands of the Republicans, and no 
Democratic leader, or brains, or distinct 
issue, Democratic prospects for 1884 look 


dark, indeed: 


PERJURY VS. PAVEMENTS. 

Tue disgraceful condition of the streets of 
St. Louisis atopic difficult to handle with 
calmness. A few thoroughfares in the center 
of the city are in a passable condition; the 
balance of the town has been neglected, un- 
tilthe alleged streets are simply so many 
miles of torn-out and washed-out soft road- 
bed covered with limestone mud toa depth 
varying fron twoto ten inches. At places 
where the héavy traffic is frequent, about the 
railroad depots, theelevators and the great 
mills and factories,the streets have been worn 
into holes two and three feet deep, where 
wagons are mired and carrying brought toa 
stop. Business is almost interfered with in 
some parts of the city, and this nuisance, 
which is growing daily, is, without exaggera- 


tion, making St. Louis almost wuninhab- 
itable. The tribute which the bad 
streets exacts from the industries 


of this cily in different ways 
can be estimated only in millions. The ques- 
tion demands solution. Why are the streets 
of St. Louis worse than those of any other 
city in} America? 

The reply, singularly enough, is in two 
words—STUPIDITY and FRAUD. 

Stupidity on the part of our law-makers 
ia laying down cast-iron rules of taxation 
from which evidently sufficient revenue 
cannot be raised to do the work which 
is part of the contract between the munici- 
pality and the people. 

Fraud on the part of some rich tax-payers 
who are hiding over $35,000,000 of personal 
property from the assessor under acloak of 
evasive or positively false swearing, which 
this paper has labored iong and earnestly to 
lift. 

The population and the wealth of the city 
are growing every year and vet the tax 
returns for 1881 are over $5,000,000 less than 
they were five years before. In other words 
an increasing average ofa million of dollars 
are each year vaccinated with fraud against 
taxation. 
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bonds, mortgages, notes and personal prop- 
erty Would come forward and bear. their 
equal and legal share of taxation our bad 
streets would change to good. Money is the 
sole thing wanted and the revenue of the city 
is yearly and fcaudulently at least a million 
dollars less than itshould be. A million dol- 
lars a year would pave and im- 
prove a good many miles of streets, 
and this money 1s not to be raised in gaudy 
subscriptions of a thousand dollars each bv 
gentlemen willing to pose before the public 
as benefactors of St. Louis. The proper 
course for the benefactors is to go to the 
Assessor’s office and revise their personalty 
returns first; their benefactions can be sent 
in later. 

Here is an illustration: Mr. Moses Fra- 
LEY very loudly offers to give $1,000 towards 
a fund for street reconstruction. But Mr. FRa- | 
LEY’S personal tax return shows that {he 
had no money on hand or in bank, no bonds 
or notes which he could turn into money, 2o 
jewelry,no gold or siiver plate nothing in 
short but $2,270 of personal property, all of 
which must be true, as Mr. FRALEY has 
sworn to it. MR. JAMES RICHARDSON is also 
willing to ziye $1,000,to the fund, but neither 
has he in his last return either money, bonds, 
notes jewelry or plate to give it with. The 
city cannot afford to let these gentlemen ren- 
der themselves entirely destitute for the pub- 
lic good. 

There are only two methods by which the 
streets can be improved, either the personal 
tax must be paid, or the improvements 
must be assessed directly against the prop- 
erty benefitted. If the owneris not willing 
to make the outlay, the property should be 
sold tosome one who is. » Legislation 
must be secured which will remedy this 
present evil, and which will prévent its re- 
currence. Emphaticallythe time has come 
when forbearance ceases to be a virtue and 
becomes a crime.

Death’s Head Found Lurking in Every 
Sink and Water-Closet. 


How Our Health Officers, Physicians, 
and Experts Account for the 
Appalling Prevalence 
: of Malaria in St. 

Louis,

Outrageous Plumbing—Three Houses 
Out of Four Infected With Sewer 
Gas—Honsehold Ignorance 
and Uncleanliness Help 
on the Ghastly 
Work. 


Said a prominent physician of St. Louis re- 
cently: ‘‘lLam very decidedly of the opinion 
that a large majority of the houses of St. 
Louis are to-day untit tv live in by reason of 
the imperfect condition of the plumbing in 
themin connection with water-closets. The 
people have noidea of the extent to which 
the atmosphere of the average house is im- 
pregnated with sewer gas—ras which is a 
most prolific breeder of the numerous malarial 
affections which prevail sv extensively in St. 
Louis. A man livesin a house with modern 
conveniences, and be thinks all is wellif the 
odor of the water-closet in the bath-room 
does not actually knock bim down wheh in its 
proximity. ife does not know that from out 
that vent is issuing evcry instant a pestilence 
that is filling the entire house, and adding 100 


per cent annuaily to his doctor's 
dills. ro ae no chimera, no delusion. 
lt is a hor “ewaning fact, all the

Physicians, health officers, architects ana 
Piumbers were called upon and interviewed 
where they were inclined to talk. Some phy- 
sicians have given the sink ana water closet 
matter very little thought or investigation, 
but all admit that the sewer gas which per 
vades these pollution-couductors is proiifie of 
malarial diseuses. There are various weiil- 
known causes of malariain St. Louis. such as 
tagnant pools of water, piles of decaying 
gPezetabdle matter, bodies of dead animals, 
ellis connecting with yard privies, etc., bnt 
ecause these are well-known they are 
aarded aguinxt to a great extent, while tise stil] 
anali pestilence breeder, which ts in the 
house-water-cloeet, is unnoticed because it is 
unknown, and becuuse it is not so 
apparent to the senses. A house- 
holcger will storm invessantly over a 
pond distant a hundred yards from pis 
coeeees but have po thought of the equally 
angerous sulphurettea hydrogen, and other 
foul gases, which pervade his bath room ana 
halls. Thereis not the slightest doubt that 
the > water-closet piumbing of the 
city is execrabie. kxpert plumbers, who 
were seen by the reporter, will swear to the 
same, as also will city health officers, medical 
eae reply and well-known physicians and 
yeienists. To get at the names of individuals 
who have sickened and died asthe result of 
such deficient plum ing, or to ascertain the 
streets and numbers of houses where trouble 
exists is difficult, because physicians, plumb- 
ers and house-rentersand ali are devoted to 
the interests of their patrons. A house would 
go along time unrented if a newspaper pro- 
claimed that itstormerinhabitants had ovly 
been able to regain bealtbh by 
moving out of the _ fever factory. 
An active business man was found, after some 
trouble, whose neighbor’s wife died last fai! 
oi typho-malarialfever. The attending phy- 
sician attributed the fatal disease to nothing 
else than the atrocious condition of the Water- 
closet adjoining her room. After she was 
buried the plumbing was repaired, the venti- 
lation improved, and the rest of the family 
are still alive. 

An old physician of Pine street, a manof 
great practical acumen and formerly a health 
officer, said: *‘Notwithstanding the apparent 
healthfulneses of St. Louts, there is much 
more sickness spread over the city than is 
generally supposed. Bronchitis prevails ex- 
tensively and is chiefly attributable to soot 
and lime-dustinhaled. But the most promin- 
ent disease is malariain allitsforms and varied 
complexions. This is duein part to sunken 
lots and stagnant waters, into which the car- 
casses of frequent dogs and cats are thrown to 
to rot and emit pestilentinl eftluvia. This 
cause, however, would pertain only to certain 
localities, whereas malaria is diffused over the 
entire city, more or less 

INVADING EVERY HABITATION. 

Probably the ill-constructed wells and cis- 

terns which snpply drinking watertoa smal) 

rtion of Ourinhabitants may be. charged 
with doing considerable mischief, more par- 
ticularly if privies are located near such 
wells, the fnids of the former readily perco- 
latingthrough the soil into the latter. The 
microscope reveals al! the horrors of such ad- 
mixtures; also thatthe water contains myri- 
ads of those animalcules which are always as- 
sociated with putrifying substances. This 
cause of sickness does not exist in the better 
class of houses, and those of recent construc- 
tion. Here the cause depends on the inefii- 
cient and ill-constructed drainaye from water- 
closets, and gives the most pernicious forms of 
malaria,typho-malaria diphtheria kindred and 
afflictions. Very few people have any ldea of 
the danger to lifeand hea'th accruing from 
this source. Thesystem of letting plumbing 
_ contracts to the lowest bidder under the gup- 
position that one plumber is as 
competent and honest’ as another, 
lies at the bottom of much of this 
trouble, If pewple are not warned by offens- 
sive smeils emulating from water-closets, 
they consider, themse'tves safe, forgetting that 
some of the gases which are generated by the 
decomposition and stagnation ot organic 
substances do not preseat remarked fetid 


odors. 

The same physician instanced the case ofa 
lady whose life he barelysaved by removing 
her promptly from the premisesin which she 
had contracted typho-malarial fever. 
He examined the premises as far as 
practicable, and discovered no defects ina the 

rain . Still he was satisfied that the ade- 
fect existed, and insisted upon a thorough 
search by a competent andipainstaking plum)- 
er. Te result vindicated his acumen. The 
sewer wasfrom the closet was permitted to 
tise through the soil pipe to the roof of the 
house, as prescribed by ordinance, but, in 
stead of opéning upen the roof, it opened into 
pe space immediately below the roof. Thence: 

t found its way into the rooms below through 
the openings left in the ceiling for tne sliding 
doors. The same physician had a case ina 
large boarding-house, which reveals another 
fous s0urce Of troubie. Quite a number 
boarders were most persistently affected 
malarial difficulties. THe finally advised 
m to seeK more healthy quarters. Those 
who did so immediasely recovered. Event- 
nally a water pipe burst in the affected house 
ap the bath-room “(floor had to be 
torn up. Undernenth was found nearly a

remnants of food which had obviously been 
stored there by rats. 
doctor, who had advanced to the 


genteel part of Stoddard Addition. The house 
contained the so-called modern conveniences. 
lu ashort time after moving in the doctor was 
taken sick with an aggravated form of con- 
gestive chills, andthe family generaliy had 
chilis aud fever. It was found that the soil 
pipe, or stench pipe, instead of carrying the 
sewer-gas Out of t:. e house, conveyed it farth- 
er into the buiidfiny. The plumbing 
was improved, and since then the 
malaria has Gisappeared from the house. 
This samo doctor bas a medical friend who 
lost @ sister last month in St. Louis from a 
very plain case of what we call water-closet 
maiaria, but he would not furnishthe hame 
for publication. Other cases were learned of 
by the reporter, but they presented no differ. 
ent features from those given. 

In the northern and southern portions of the 
city there are a great many houses built on 
the very cheapest plan by money-saving Ger- 
mans. Inthese quite commonly the sinks, 
water-closets and all water connections are 
made upon an open veranda. Such arrange- 
ments save a few dollars in original cost, but 
‘this soen goes several times over ihto the 
doctors’ pockets. : 

Mr. Thomas Cantwell was waited upon as 
an acknowledged expert in plumbing. He 
did not hesitate to say that the water closet 
arrangements in at Jeast three-fourths of all 
the housesin the city were very bad. He had 
been often called upon by physicians to make 
an examination of housea where something 
was suspected to be wrong. He had in this 
way 

RIDDEN MANY HOUSES 
of malaria. From what he hed seen in many 
years he head no doubt that malaria was 
Spread by sewer gas from water ciosets. He 
noticed thatthe malaria was the worst whece 
the plumbing was the most defective. Upto 
about five years ago there wns no city ordi- 


nance regulating house connections 
with sewers, and near)y every 
house built before that time 


} was conseguently defective. Even the new- 

est and best constructed houses were some- 

times badly plumbed, either from carelessness 
or a desire tu save expense. Sometimes rats 
cut into the scil pipe and let those gases out 
into the house which should go through and 
above the roof. These gases could not always 
be detected by the smeil, The old stvle of 
hoppers and basins, ana the method ot fliush- 
ing them with water were all imperfect, he 
said, and constantly out of repair. The Eng- 
lish system with automatic reservoir above is 
the only safe one §@ These vessels are rarely 
seen, exceptin the newest and tinest houses. 
There should bea trap (a semi-circular de- 
pressionin pipe which being always full of 
water prevents the passage of eas) before 
every Ontward opening. By carelessness or 
jong use, these traps  oiten became 
nearly fillet up with filth, and are thus ren.- 

dered incffective. The chief points of apn 
effective systenl are a great flushing power, 
clean traps and a sewer connection not great- 
erthan sixinches. Inalithe old houses the 
sewer connection is greater,so that flushing is 
not so effective. 

Mr. I} ry Remnitz, whois now chief sani 
tary ofic+r, vice Dr. George Homan, has 
probably had more experience with detective 
water cioset arrangements and bad sewage 
than any man in the citv. As before men- 
tioned, he is violently opposed to water: 
closets within dweiliings, and ie has come 
into his opinion by closely watching tne de 
vVastating effects produced py them. He says 
he can tell the moment he steps inside of a 
house whether it has a water closet in it or 
pos. The detection is uaccomplisned entirely 
ry 

A WELL-TRAINED NOSE. 
The odor in most cases 1s very slight, of 
course, and imperceptible to uncultivated 
olfactory nerves. It is the business of Mr. 
Remnitz to examine all houses reported to the 
Board of Health, or, indeed, any such as he 
may suspect to bein an paieltay condition. 
When «a physician suspects a honseto be de 
fective in its sewerage arrangements, he some- 
times reports the matter to the sanitary of- 
ficer, but more generally he is loathe t » inter- 
fere, and so the trouble continu:s -and bis 
Visits continue. The sanitary oflirer, how- 
ever, watches the burial permits,and when he 
notices that diphtheria or any malurial affec. 
tion seems to have fastened upc n a house, he 
makesanexaminaion. If the pinmbing is 
bad he notifies the house-owner 
privately. If the ewner pays no attention to 
ais, the matter is laid betore the Board of 
Heaith and an official order is sent to him, 
Mr. Remnitz is of opinion that nine-tenths of 
the honsesinthe city that have water closets 
in thein xre infected withsewer gas. He has 
found itin the finest and mo-t costly houses, 
As allobservers know, the metal works of a 
water closet are always surrounded by a 
wooden box, or seat trame. Mr. Remnitz 
Says thatin old houses be has frequentiy re- 
moved the frontof the box and found upon 
the flooring in # a complete covering or layer 
of excrement trom one-fourtn of an inch to an 
inchin thickness. Howthis comes there no 
one Can tell save as the accumulation of many 
years from the surrounding thick, odor-laden 
atmosphere. Some fami ies k+ ep their closets« 
much cleaner than otners,but gen: rally ul! are 
rather careless, and think they have done 
Suflicient if they tastened the vuive up once 
ina while and let the waterrun for a huaif 
hour. The city ordinances relative to plumb- 
ing, sewer connectious, etc., is scill quite de- 
fective, inthe opinion of§Mr. Kemnitz. New 
York has very superior resuiacions in this re- 
spect. In st. Lonis the pipe which flushes 
the closet basin nearly always connects, ata 
distance of two or three feet, directly with the 
supply pipe of the adjoining bath tub, the 
water from which is used for several house 
hold purposes, and often fordrinking. This 
close connection is prohibited in New York, 
and the people

a little further removed from the headquar- 
ters of the ammoniacal gases. 

Dr. Carson, of the City Dispensary, said he 
has had very little experience with sewer-gas 
malaria, still he is a believer in it He is the 
reguiar medical attendant atthe city jail. Last 
summer whenthe reservoi:s wer: low, atthe 
time ofthe water scare, the water did not 
reach the upper tier of celisin the jai’, except 
inaweak dribble la‘e at night.:nd inthe 
second tier there was hardly nn flow wy day. 


The prisonersofthe second and Buird tiers at 
once becun @ 80 venerally aifec'cu with dysen- 
tery and wiurrib@a as to :téact eeneral 
attention. Accordingly the pium>iug was ull 
overhauled, and the water facilities increased 
at consiaerable expense. Atter this the unus- 
ual sickness disappeared and bas not returned 
avain. 

Facts such as those given above might be 
extended in¢efinitely, did time and space al- 
low in this article, but sufficient has been said 
to

be harboring in his nouse, It is a waste ot 
time to huntarounod the neighborhood for a 
dead cat or for a ten-bv-nine puddle of water, 
when there is a silent but sure foe lurking in 
the bath-room. The plumbing shouid be ex- 
amined by an expert, the traps should be kept 
in order, and above all there shouid 
be a soil pipe leading to and 
above the roof. Finally the closet Should be 
kept scrupulously clean. Even tuen, all may 
be of no avail, and malaria may drive the 
tenant to another house. If the p!umbing is 
in avery bad condition in any dwelling and 
the landlord will not fix it, he can be made to 
do.so by reporting the facts to the citv Health 
vbepartment.

Some Reminiscences of the Famous 
Families of St. Louis.

The Lindells, Chouteaus and Mullanphys 
—Interesting Reading.

There are some mistakes in your interesting 
article about old St. Louis families, men and 
fortunes, which, although not important, 
ought to be corrected and I beg leave to do 80. 
The elder Jesse Lindell was married and left a 
widow, some children andalarge fortune. 
His brother, Peter Lindell, died a bachelor, 
and left a fortune of about $8,000,000 to collat- 
eral relations. Itis, 1 understand, all gone, 
except that portion held by Mr. Patchin. You 
must have intended Mr. Patcnin when you 
spoke of Mr. Thatcher as one of the Lindell 
heirs. Mr. Thatcher was a member or the old 
St. Louis firm of Humphreys & Thatcher. He 
married a granddaughter of John Mullanphy. 
She was one of the daughters of Charles 
Chambers. Solon Humphreys afterwards 
moved to New York, and is too well and wide- 
ly known to need any comment. 

Your article must refer to Danie) D., and not 
to Daniel W. Page. He wasthe first baker in 
St. Louis. Thetownof 8t. Louis could not 
then support more than ove baker. He specu- 


lated.in real estate and made a fortune of 
abouttwo millions. He tormed a banking 
house with his son-in-luw, Henry D. Bacon, 
under the stvle of Page & bacon. The firm tin- 
vested heavily in the Ohio and Mississippi 
Kuil:oad and failed fora very large amount. 
Mr, Bacoo was not prosperous or highly 
esteemed after the failure, Many of the credi- 
tors were torced to accept payment of their 
debts in lands nowin Stoudard’s addition at 
$5 a foot and yes gg egg loudly atthe impo- 


sition. The land is now worth $100 per 
foot. Mr. Page was a very 
clever gentleman. it is true that 


u constable levied an execution on his buggy 
und sold it, and it was boughtin by Mr. Gaty 
and given back to Mr. Page. Mr. Gaty is still 
living,and the kind actto his oid friend should 
not be torgotten. ; 

Mr. Charvies P. Chouteau and his sister are 
descendants of Pierre Chouteau, Jr., the 
ludiao trader, and not of August Chouteau, 
the miller. The only serviving child of 
August C.outeau,who was oneot the founders 
of St. Louis, is Mr. Gabriel Serre Choutceau. 
Hie 1s one of the oldest, if rot the oldest, man 
now tiving in St. Louis, and is very wealthy. 
For a long tone he ‘‘fiun’’ the old grist mill, 
whict was Situated about where Kigihth street 
now is. Atthattime, whatis now the Trail- 
road Vacley, wus a very large 
mill pond. The from ten 
to twenty teet deep in iInavy 
piaces. There was a bvating club on it. 
their boat house was ahout where Eighth 
street and Clark avenne now intersect each 
other. Mr. Amadee Vaile, who was then a 
member of the VUouncil, procured the passage 
of an ordinance order the pond to be 
draiued., 

Mr. Chouteau was then and still is a bach- 
elor. lis miil wus a life-long and even an 
hereditary tavorite, as it had been run by his 
father betore him. And although the drain- 
ing of the pond added perhaps a hundred 
thousand dojlars to his fortane he never for- 
guve, Or atleast, when Il iast saw him he had 
not furgiven, Mr. Valie for the destructionof 
hismili. Heisa@ very estimable and honest 
man, butis imbued with the peculiar traits 
ot the Creole population. 

Mr. Jotun Tbornton was a bachelor miser, 


tuneto Archbishop Kendrick. Sowe of his 
coliateral relations nade some claims about 
it, but the matter wus settled amivably. 

The Mu laiphyemigrant fund was given to 
the city b) Bryan Muilanphy, and not by h*s 
father, John Muilanphy. The latter yi: Wz 
largely to the Catholic institutions, however. 
bryan Mullanpby was Judge of tne st. Louis 
Circuit Court. His mind sometimes got off 
the track, otherwise he was far above the 
average of lawyers even in those days. In 
manners, education, habits, sentiment and 
principle he was a man of honorin the sense, 
both of bonesty and chivalry. lie | O.raed 


fora long time with Mrs. Pulte, one of the 
most estimab.e and  charitabie  Jadies 
of St. Louis, who is still Jiving 
here. Judve Mullanphy there became ac- 
quainted with and attucned to manv German 
gz ntlemern,. It was there that he found out 
the fruuds practiced On and privations en. 
dured by emigrants, and determine‘ to pro- 
vide against them by giving one-third of his 
eState forthe purpose. His fortune was about 
one anda hait millions. Judge Mullanphy 
and John Thornton, both millionaire bache- 
lors, were poth cupfined at the sume timein 
the Sisters’ Hospital as being ‘‘orf’’ in their 
minds. Both were almost universally known 
and highly respected. After] Judge Mullan- 
phy's death the Sisters’ Hospital brought a 


bill against bis estate for board, and the 
qnestion arose on the _ trial in Pro- 
bate Court whether Mullanpby was 


crazy during bis confinement; I was attorney 
for Mullanphy’s executors. Mr. Thornton was 
produced as a witness. He testified that Mul- 
lanphy was so. On cross-examination he was 
aeked what he was duving inthe hospital, and 
he promptly replied that be was crazy toa. 
He was then asked how he knew that Judge 
Mulianphy§was crazy—how ceuid he tell that 
if he was a junatic bimself? Hethen said that 
they were permitted to go out buggy-riding 
one afternoon, and as soon as they got on 
Fourth street (not Fifth) Judge Mullanphy 
staried the horse, under whip, at full speed. 
To show his dexterity in diiving he would 
graze every coal team passing; that he 
(Thornton) expostulateda in vai.; that he was 
so badly scared that he had never been since,

FIGHTING FOR DELAY. 


Next Saturday Set for the Hearing of 
the Anti-Green Suit. 


There was another hitch to-day in the 
wheel of the litigation involvmg the recent 
Fair directory election. Three times counsel 
for the contesting petitioners, Ferguson and 
others, appeared in court to get a day set for 
the hearing of the controversy and 


each time an obstructive delay has marked 
the attitude of the contestees—the Green 
directory. At the motion bour Messrs. Dav- 
enport and Newton and Judge Valliant and 
Mr. Overall announced to Judge Boyte that 
an answer had been filed on tne other side in 
behalf of the defendants, Pendleton, Green 
and others. 

The St. Louis Agricultural Association 
filed 1n answer denying that any cause of ac- 
tion exists againet it, andademurrer had 
been filed in behalf of Julius Walsh and N.S. 
Chouteau denying that petitioners have any 


cause of action against them. A 
replication of general denial had 
been put ®* in, and counsel for 


petitioners would now ask the court to 
set an early day for the heaving. 

The Court—It would be convenlent to know 
how this matter will proceed. Are there any 
questions of fact involved in this controversy 
or are they simply questions of law? If there 
are any questions of fact does it involve the 
counting of the ballots? 

Mr. Taussig—There are some questions fof 
fact, your Honor. 

Mr. Davenporit—There appear to be some 
few questions of fact, but there is 
one question of law for the 
court to settle in this controversy. 
The defendants setup affirmatively that the 
election was conducted strictly in conformity 
with the charter and by-laws of the associa- 
tion which control that matter. 

Mr. Taussig—It seems to me that there 
will have to be a complete count of 
the bailots, and the usual mode of 
reference to a referee or a commissioner 
would be the better course to follow. Ifthe 
court urdertook it two or three days would 
be expended in the work. 

Mr. Davenport—Tuere is an important 
question involved as to the constitution’s ef- 
fect upon the by-laws of this corporation. Tne 
defendants by their own answer admit that 
if the constitution and statutes of the state 
shall govern, the election is invalid, because 
only five days’ notice was given, which isa 
by-iaw of the association but contrary to the 
statutes. It would appar that the only fact 
to be established by the plaintiffs would be 
their rigbt to complain, which might be done 
by showing that they were stockholders 
and did vote at that election. On the de- 
fendants’ own admission itcould be shown 
that the election was void. t need not con- 
sume much time. 

Mr. Taussig—To that I have only to say that 
we pursued our usual mode in this election, 
including so many days notice. We do pot 
wish to obstruct this prozeeding. If the 
statute governed our electior, and the con- 
tention is just that we oughtnot to have been 
governed oy our constitution and by-laws, 
then the election 1s void. 

The Court—The case should bereferred on 
questions of fact and not oflaw. 

Judge Valliant—The matter mav yet turn 
on questions oflaw. Thereis no authority 
of law for referring a case unless both par- 
ties consent, and we do notconsent. 

The Court announced that next Saturday it 
would specially take up the case. 

THE ANSWER OF DIFENDANTS 

sets out that the election ‘or directors, held 
January 14, 1882, was in every respect recu- 
lar, according to the constittion aud by-laws 
of the corporation. That the constitution 
provides that the transfer books are to be 
closed fifteen days before tie election, which 
was done, and that no votes were voted ex- 
cept those on the books, ani in the names of 
the persons voting them, far fifteen davs be- 
fore the election. That the said constitution 
further provides that votes shal! 
be castin person only and 20t by proxy. and 
therefore the votes offered >y proxy were not 
counted. It denies that plintiffs were stock- 
holders or candidates atjtle election or were 
eligible to the office of direttor. Alleges that 
only five days’ notice was given of said elec- 
tion, as required by the by-laws, and, if the 
statute is to govern ‘he manners of 
holding said election insted of the laws,then 
said election was void because the statute re- 
quires ten days’ notice. .

The regular report of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to-day on stocks of grainin elevators 
shows an increase of 155,000 bushels of wheat 
in the past week, 136,000 bushels of this in- 
crease being in No. 2red, of which there is 
now 994,082 bushels on hand. The with- 
drawals tor the week were 57,724 bushels for 
city milling, 39,782 bushels shipped by rail and 
69,795 bushels by river. Corn has increased 
only 2,000 bushels, The stock of No.2 mixed 
is reported at 1,818,977 bushels; withdrawals, 
154,016 bushels for city consumption, 168 ,500 
bushels for rail and 137,422 bushels for river 
shipment.

Gen. Schofield and the Pope. 
From the New York Sun. 


RoME, January 27.—During Gen. Scho- 
fleid’s long visit to Rome he has received ail 
sorts of flattering attentions from almost 
every important pereon in the city. A few 
days after his arrival the Cardinal Secretary 
of State sent him an invitation. The General 
promptly visited his Eminence, and was re- 
ceived by him with every mark of sympathy 
and respect. 

On Christmas Day the Pope gave with his 
own hands the communion to Mrs. Scho- 
field, Mr. Richard Schofield, and Miss Mary 
Schofield. After mass his Holiness particu- 
larly inquired after the General, whom he 
said he would be delighted to meet. Having 
heard of the Pope’s desire, General Scho- 
field accompanied his wife and chi!dren to 
tbe second private audience which they re- 
ceived at the Vatican. He was in full uni- 
form, attended by his aide-de-camp, also 
in full uniform. en the General entered 
the Vatican military honors were rendered 
him bv the Swiss Guard at the Papal stair- 
case, by the same guard in the ante-chamber, 
and bv the Noble Guard at the entrance to 
the Pope’s apartment. 

Gen. Schotield was received by the maestro 
di camera, and ushered into the Pope’s pres- 
ence. His Holiness blessed Mrs. Schofield 
and the children, and then remarked to the 
General, “‘I am only shaking bands with you, 
General,’’ meaning that as the General was a 
Protestant he got no blessing. Leo XIII. then 
shook hands with the aide-de-camp. 

The Pope was delighted to hear Gen. Scho- 
field talk about the American army and his 
own campaigns in the civil war. He particu- 
larly inquired after Gen. Grant. Having 
heard from Gen. Schofield that one of his 
children, the eldest, was in business in San 
Francisco, the Pope remarked: **When you 
go back to America, General, tell your boy 
that Leo XIII. sends him his blessing, and 
wishes him success in his business.’’ The 
gallant American officer was visibly affected. 
Before the party left the room the Pope 
gave a souvenir to the General’s children, and 
accompanied the General himself to the door. 
The exceedingly kind reception of Gen. Scho- 
fieid by his Holiness is much commented on 
here as es Leo XIII.’s admiration for 
the great republicand her great citizens.

**It is plain that by the steady expansion 
and improvement of the elective system the 
American college is to be gradually converted 
intoa university of a new kind; not an Eng- 
lish universiw, because it will not subordi- 
nate teaching to examining, or enforce any 
regulations by means of bars, gates and fines; 
and not a German university, because the 
elective system does not mean liberty to do 
nothing, and no American university has ab- 
solved ftself, as tho German university has 
done, from all responsibility for the moral 
training and conduct of its students: but a 
university of native growth, which will secure 
to its teachers an inspiring liberty and an un- 
limited scope in teaching, offer its students 
free choice among studies of the utmost va- 
riety, maintain a discipline adequate to tne 
support of good manners and good morals, 
but determined by the quality of the best stu- 
dents rather than the worst, admit to its in- 
struction all persons competent to receive it 
while jealously guarding its degrees. and 
promote among ail its members a productive 
pereey, om literature and in scientific re- 
search.
